The applicant argues that Yacobi does not teach "a registration server informing a user that a new certificate will not be issued until the old 
certificate has been revoked" as stated in claims 1 and 9. The examiner disagrees. Yacobi discloses that "for non-anonymous systems at 
expiration, each user gets automatically a new certification, which includes the same old public key with a new expiration (unless the user 
asks to replace the public key for fear that it has been exposed)" (Col 1 5, lines 1 7-22). The user is aware that a new certificate is being 
produced with the same old public key and a new expiration date. Thus, the user is aware that a new certificate overwrites the old 
certificate as the same old public key is used in a new certificate which is generated for the sake of a new expiration date. The user is 
thus aware that a new certificate will not be issued until the old one is revoked. 

The applicant argues that Yacobi does not disclose "upon a registration web server receiving information from a directory indicating that 
an identified user is not in a directory, the registration web server informing the user that a signature certificate will not be issued" as 
stated In claims 5 and 13. The examiner disagrees. Once a user requests a new certificate from the bank in Yacobi's system, the bank 
server checks to make sure that the user is registered in the database and the user is who he purports to be (Col 9, lines 10-23). Based 
on whether the ID verification checks out, the bank server either issues a certificate to the user or doesn't issue a certificate to the user. 
Thus, If the bank server does not issue the user a certificate, the user is notified that his ID verification did not check out and a certificate 
will not be issued simply by not receiving a certificate. 
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
